Rlvf up mastcr- 
mlndlng, and entrust the retreat to such able 
generals as remain at Ills dispo.sal. lie mlsTlil 
postpone disaster He eoiild pull in lih horns 
all oven Europe, shorten his supply lines and 
cstabli.sh shorter, mere easily defcndrd fronts 
—III France, Italy, tlit BulHans, Norwiiy. and 
behind the Wlsla in the east. 

But tlmt won't solve the problems of Hit- 
ler, his army, and hl.s country. For .shortening 
Unes mcuns abandoiilne valMvible tivw ma- 
terials and industrial areas to tho allies, and 
exposing Ills own (o fiercer sluitllp btimhinus 
from three directions. 

No. there l.sn't any solution to Hitler's prob- 
lems, only a postponement of settlement. For 
whether It Is reached liile or soon. Germany 
and the world can see the end of the bloody 
path along which Uicy have been led by the 
house painter Who became a dictator, the lit- 
tle Austrian corporal who tried to bo a sener- 
nl.

The United States Coast Guard. 151 years 
old and going stronger thun ever, deserves a 
special hymn ol praise on ns birthday. For. 
though the coast Ruardsmeii arc not exactly, 
unsung heroes, lew of us have an adequate 
Idea of the-varlety of important jobs they do. 
!n pence as well as war. 

Their wartime assignments arc oC the UIkIi- 
est importance. Because of their ability to 
handle small craft, coast guardsmen have 
been chosen to spearhead every one ot our 
invasion landings, from Guadalcanal and the 
Aleutians to Normandy and Guam.' Once 
ashore with tho first wave of landing troops, 
they serve as beachmnstcr.-. to direct further 
operations. 

. Coast guard rescue work from the sea and 
from tho air has saved many lives. In the 2i 
hours after H-hour of D-day. coast guard 
83-Ioolcrs rescued 800 soldier.'; and .sailors 
from the channel. It was a const guardsman, 
Capt. Carl Vnn Paulsen, who fired Ihe first 
American shot of World war 11, against a nasi 
radio station In Greenland, 

Another coast guardsman. John Cnllen. ap- 
prehended three enemy agent.'i landlnc from 
a submarine on Long Island and paved: the 
way tor the capture and execution ot a dan- 
gerous group ot nazl saboteurs. 

Since Its organization on Aug. 4. 1100. as 
the Revenue Gutter eeivIcc, this branch ol 
American arms has foiisht in all of our wars 
except that aRalnst Tripoli. In these cngage- 
.ments It hna lunctioncd as part ol the navy, 
but in peacetime the coast giiard is attached 
to the treasury department. 

Thc_ coast guard's original Job. enforcing 
maritime and customs laws.' continues. Its 
big peacetime Job ot port security, which in- 
cludes -fireiiroventlon and fire flehting. is 
more imporlant than ever today. And in addl-) 
tlon to" Its vital convoy and patrol duties, the; 
coast guard*^ main tains ils observation and 
reports on Icebergs and weather conditions, 
and still bosses lighthouses, llghtshlns, radio 
beacons, etc. 
The wartime coast guard of 170.000 olfjcers, 
— and-menHs-a amaH-unitrtnoughlargcr llian 
ourpre-war navy. But coast guardsmen have 
performed a service far out of proportion to 
. their numerical strength. When peace returns 
many of_them will stick with their Job.
